Accessory Evil 


With New System 





Detroit, Jan. 19.—A new auto- 
mobile merchandising policy 
whereby the purchaser will be ap- 
prised of the full cost of his auto- 
mobile delivered in front of his 
door, rather than having to rely 
on ambiguous “f.o.b.” prices, was 
announced here today as effective 
immediately in the entire Chev- 
rolet organization by William E. 
Holler, general sales manager of 
the company. 

A campaign is now being 
launched among dealers and re- 
tail salesmen in all parts of the 
United States instructing them in 
the new policy and apprising 
them of the suggested delivered 
price to be quoted in their respec- 
tive communities. 

“We are going to take the 
blinders off the order blank,” Mr. 
Holler stated. “We are going to 
let everybody know exactly how 
much their cars will cost them 
delivered in front of their doors. 
We are going to show exactly 
what makes up the difference be- 
tween the list, or f.o.b. price, and 
the final delivered cost. 

Mr. Holler announced the new 
merchandising plan at his Detroit 
headquarters following his return 
from the New York Automobile 
Show, where final arrangements 
on the new policy were perfected. 

As an instance of what the new 
procedure means to car buyers, 
Mr. Holler pointed out that while 
list prices on the company’s new 
1934 models average $70 higher 
than in 1933, the actual increase 
in cost to the purchaser in New 
York is only $40. While the list, 
or “f.o.b.” price, throughout the 
United States averages 14 per 
cent above 1933, the delivered 
costs actually average only eight 
per cent higher. 

“T am confident,” said Mr. Hol- 
ler, “that this plan will enable us 
to deliver automobiles all over the

Trucking Group

Washington, Jan. 19.—Highway 
transportation interests of all 
kinds dug in here this week in re- 
sumption of their annual battle 
against enactment of Federal 
legislation for the regulation of 
motor buses and trucks.

Whether representatives of the 
motor vehicle manufacturing in- 
dustry will appear at the present 
hearing is still an unsettled ques- 
tion. The industry’s position is 
regarded as one of substantial op-

for the fiscal year ending Nov. 30, 
1933, amounted to $1,380,006, equal 
to 61 cents a share on 2,260,000 
shares of $5.00 par capital stock 
outstanding. 


The balance sheet for the fiscal 
year ended Nov. 30, 1933, shows 
current assets amounting to $8,- 
865,380 and current liabilities of 
$711,460. The ratio of current as- 
sets to current liabilities on that 
date was 12.46 to 1. 


In a letter to stockholders E. L. 
Cord, president, said: 

“During the year the company 
paid its initial dividend. The 
year’s dividend disbursements 
amounted to 30 cents per share. 


“The blanket pay increase of 
five per cent, effective May 5, 
which has been followed by fur- 
ther increases, placed your com- 
pany among the first of the larger 
organizations to inaugurate 
higher payrolls in support of the 
President’s recovery program. 


“During the year the manage- 
ment of the Aviation Corp. and 
its operating subsidiary, Ameri- 
can Airways, Inc., was assumed 
by your company. After several 
years of heavy losses, the Avia- 
tion Corp., in which your com- 
pany has a large investment, will 
show a modest profit for the first 
time. The management of the 
New York Shipbuilding Corp., 
Checker Cab Mfg. Corp., and the 
Smith Controllable Pitch Propel- 
ler Co. was likewise assumed dur- 
ing the year. Each is a recog- 
nized leader in its line and holds 
promise of developing future 
profits for your company. 

“Early in 1933 your directors 
deemed it expedient to place a 
conservative portion of your com- 
pany’s funds in carefully selected 
securities and commodities (other 
than those commodities that the 
company’s operating subsidiaries 
use in manufacturing), so that 
the relative purchasing power of 
the company’s principal current 
assets would not be materially 
impaired by the possible decline 
of the dollar. In addition, your 
company invested jointly with one 
of its affiliates in securities and 
commodities.

Tax Burden Laid on Motordom 


Owning One-Eighth of 2 Rethineed Vehicles, They | 
Paid $295,000,000 or One-Fourth of 1933 


Tax Bill—Increases are Proposed 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN 

Washington, Jan. 19.—Previous articles in this series 
in ADN dealing with the inequities of motor vehicle taxes 
have looked at the subject from the broad perspective of 
all motorists. In this one, it is proposed to narrow the 
viewpoint to that of one class of vehicle owner, the truck 
operator who is the special objective of some of the most 
restrictive tax legislation ever enacted in this country. 


Unlike the passenger car 
owner, the truck operator is 
singled out for an undue tax 
burden not only because he has 
demonstrated a capacity to pay in 
large amounts and regularly, but 
also because he is the competitor 
of transportation interests which 
represent the ultimate in legisla- 
tive skill. Actually, he may not 
be competitive with this group 
for the evidence indicates that 
he originates more business for 
it than he takes from it. How- 
ever, he is regarded by the rail- 
roads as a competitive factor and 
they are relentless in their pur- 
suit of tax legislation that will 
render him steadily more im- 
potent. 


Trucks Pay a Fourth 


The point has been made earlier 
in this series that motordom last 
_ year paid its largest annual tax 

bill; a sum totalling $1,170,000,000 
by the most conservative esti- 
mate. Of this sum, the truck 
owners of the country paid $295,- 
000,000, or approximately one- 
fourth of the total. 

Is this a fair share? 

One answer to that question 
is provided in the comparative 
registration figures for passenger 
cars and commercial vehicles. 
They show that commercial ve- 
hicles constitute only one-eighth 
of the total, even while they pay 
one-fourth of the total tax bill. 

Economic factors might dictate 
the acceptance of these figures 
as indicating that the commercial 
vehicle already is paying its fair 
share of the total motor tax. But, 
not so far as that implacable 
enemy of the truck operator, the 
railroad interest, is concerned. It 
has developed its own formula 
upon which it is seeking to have 
State legislative bodies base truck 
and bus taxes, a formula that has 
created more amazement than 
any other single element in the 
motor taxation program of the 
past few years. 

It reads in part: 

“. . . the furmula further de- 
velops that a five-ton truck, or 
buses of over 33 seats, should 
properly contribute 107 times as 
much to the highway budget as 
the average vehicle in the base 
group.” 

Ignores Research 

The formula presumes that road 
construction and maintenance 
costs would be far lower if high- 
ways were designed for the 
lighter passenger vehicle than to 
withstand the greater weight and 
other requirements of commercial 
cars. In doing so, it ignores com- 
pletely the research findings of 
that most authoritative highway 
agency in the world, the United 
States Bureau of Public Roads. 
That agency has declared repeat- 
edly, on the basis of the most 
thorough-going studies, that when 
roads are constructed of ade- 
quate thickness to withstand the 
effects of the elements, precipita- 
tion and variations in tempera- 
ture, they are capable of handling 
the largest of commercial ve- 
hicles; that the main part of the 
road investment goes to building 
highways that will endure the 
worst of weather, not the heaviest 
of commercial vehicles.

Second Best Month of ’33 


Detroit, Jan. 19.—National busi- 
ness began an upswing in Decem- 
ber, reaching a position which 
corresponds (in its relation to 
normal) to the level reached last 
June, the second best month of 
1933, according to the December 
survey of 147 major markets just 
completed by the Research De- 
partment of Brooke, Smith & 
French, Inc., Detroit advertising 
agency. 

During December business ad- 
vanced to 38 per cent below nor- 
mal, a gain of four percentage 
points over November and 19 per- 
centage points above December, 
1932, the survey disclosed. 

The South and Eastern Texas, 
benefited by rising cotton prices 
and bonus payments to planters, 
continued to lead the rest of the 
country.

Standard Oil Co. 
Is Charged With 


Code Infraction 


Lincoln, Jan. 19.—Suit has been 
filed in district court at Lincoln 
against the Standard Oil Co. of 
Nebraska to enjoin it from sell- 
ing at a price alleged to be below 
the cost of marketing at Grand 
Island, and to enjoin the company 
from _ discriminating between 
Grand Island and other cities in 
central Nebraska. This is the 
first action of the kind com- 
menced in court in this region 
to enjoin alleged disobedience 
of a state statute or to attempt 
legally to compel performance of 
the oil code since the industrial 
recovery act was adopted. 

The action seeks to compel the 
Standard company to live up to 
rule four, article five of the Code 
of fair competition for the pe- 
troleum industry which it is al- 
leged the company has violated 
and to require the company to 
obey the Junkin anti-trust law 
and the anti-discrimination stat- 
utes of Nebraska. Bachman 
claims that by reason of the al- 
leged discrimination and selling 
below cost of marketing the 
Standard Oil Co. has damaged 
him in the sum of $10,000 and he 
asks recovery of that amount. 

Another case of alleged selling 
of petroleum products below cost 
exists at Fremont, Neb., where 
the warring service station oper- 
ators have been warned by fed- 
eral authorities to cease their 
present tactics or face federal 
punitive action.

has always been. If there has 
been any change in its original 
attitude, it is believed to be limited 
entirely to acceptance by the man- 
ufacturers of the recommendation 
of the Joint Committee of Rail- 
roads and Highway Users. The 
report of this group recommended 
that common carriers should be 
required to obtain certificates 
from State utilities commissions 
as a condition to operation; and 
that contract carriers should be 
required to obtain permits. It ex- 
pressed the opinion of the indus- 
try, however, that in the absence 
of public demand for such a pro- 
cedure rate regulation was decid- 
edly out of order. 

The hearings are being watched 
with interest by many other 
groups than those definitely in- 
volved in the issue. That is be- 
cause they are expected to indicate 
an answer to the question whether 
the philosophy of industrial self- 
regulation under the NRA is like- 
ly to lead into, or be supplemented 
by, strict legislative control. To 
the extent that they reflect the 
Administration’s attitude on this 
further step, the committee ses- 
sions are attracting the greatest 
of attention here. 


Prepared to lead the fight in 
favor of giving the highway truck 
transportation group an opportun- 
ity to work out its own destiny 
under its proposed NRA code, is 
the American Trucking Assn., Inc. 
Prefatory to the appearance of its 
witnesses before the committee, 
this organization has submitted a 
brief to committee members of 
both the House and Senate, as well 
as officials of the executive 
branches of the Government in- 
volved.

Washington, Jan. 19.—-Collection 
of basic statistical data relating 
to the motor vehicle storage and 
parking trade was initiated here 
this week with the distribution of 
a searching questionnaire by the 
authority administering the Code 
of fair competition for the en- 
terprise. The questionnaire, deal- 
ing with every aspect of income 
and operating costs, has been sent 
to operators in ten representative 
cities, widely scattered and falling 
into different population classi- 
fications.

Parking lot operators are asked 
to tabulate their November ex- 
penses under the following clas- 
sification: Salary of owner, 
wages of employes, electric light 
costs, license, tickets, insurance, 
fuel, cinders, rent, real estate 
taxes, and miscellany. Other in- 
formation sought of this group 
includes the size of the lot, space 
subleased to others, space use for 
any business other than parking, 
monthly rent from _ subleased 
space, exact number of cars 
parked, all day parking rate per 
car, monthly rate per car, total 
cash received for parking and the 
location of the lot.

Leaders Hit 
New Highs In 
Active Market

New York, Jan. 19.— Demand 
for stocks of the automobile in- 
dustry showed no abatement this 
week and trading in this group 
was the most active for months. 
The shares of seven different au- 
tomotive companies were among 
the most active stocks on the 
New York Stock Exchange on 
one or more days during the past 
week. New high prices for both 
1934 and 1933 were attained by a 
number of issues in this group 
during the week. 


General Motors and Chrysler 
continued to set the pace in turn- 
over, although on one day Nash 
was the most active stock of any 
group listed on the New York 
exchange. Packard and Stude- 
baker also took their place among 
the most active and Electric 
Auto-Lite and Moto-Meter en- 
tered this heavy turnover section 
of the market on Thursday with 
the announcement of the plans 
for a merger of the two compa- 
nies. 

Among the automotive secur- 
ities that this week reached new 
high prices for 1934 and 1933 were 
General Motors, Nash, Borg-War- 
ner, Moto-Meter Gauge & Equip- 
ment, and Libbey - Owens - Ford 
Glass. 

The Automotive Daily News 
stock price averages showed the 
following changes in the week 
ended Jan. 17 from the preceding 
week:

The parts and accessory group 
continued to show the greatest 
strength and shares of the tire 
and rubber companies made the 
best gains for this section of the 
market in many weeks. The rub- 
bers have lagged behind the other 
allied motor stocks.for some time 
and their gains in the past week 
brought them more into line with 
the automobile shares as a whole. 

The movements in stock prices 
in the passenger car and truck 
group were more erratic than in 
the parts and accessory section, 
with more selective buying ap- 
parently taking place in the 
former. This is a natural de- 
velopment and often happens at 
times like the present. It is partly 
due at the present to the fact 
that, generally speaking, the parts 
and accessory industry appears to 
be operating at a level nearer to 
capacity than the car and truck 
manufacturers. This will be re- 
flected later, probably, in a re- 
versal of the situation, with the 
parts and accessory division of 
the industry showing some let-up. 

While the outlook for earnings 
of the automobile industry in the 
first quarter is considered bright 
in most quarters, the view is held 
in some circles that the delay of 
some companies in getting into 
volume production on the new 
models may transfer earnings 
that normally might have been 
realized in the first three months 
to the second quarter. 

This latter view is reflected in 
the following paragraph taken 
from a market letter of Jackson 
Bros., Boesel & Co., members of 
the New York Stock Exchange 
and other markets: 

“Trregularity in the motor list 
probably is predicated on views 
that the first quarter of 1934 will 
not make a good showing in net 
earnings for those companies 
which have just introduced new 
models. Deliveries against sales 


probably will be made mainly in 
the second quarter.

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Auto-Lite Buys 
Moto-Meter in 
Toledo Merger 


Toledo, Jan. 19.— Purchase of 
the assets of the Moto-Meter 
Gauge & Equipment Co. by the 
Electric Auto-Lite Co. was an- 
nounced here Thursday. The 
merger, involving two of Toledo’s 
larger automotive units, unites 
$27,000,000 of assets. 

The purchase will be made on 
an announced basis of two and a 
half shares of Moto-Meter stock 
for one share of Auto-Lite stock. 
The arrangements for the merger, 
following four months of negotia- 
tions, were completed in New 
York Wednesday. 

The name of the consolidated 
company will be the Auto-Lite 
Moto-Meter Corp. C. O. Miniger, 
who heads Auto-Lite, will be 
president; R. G. Martin, former 
president of Moto-Meter, and D. 
H. Kelly will be vice-presidents. 
The net worth of the Auto-Lite 
Co., as revealed by the latest bal- 
ance sheet, is about $20,000,000 
and the net worth of the Moto- 
Meter Co. is approximately $7,- 
500,000. 

The Moto-Meter Co., according 
to reports circulated here, is 
owned largely by Chrysler motor 
interests and other automobile 
manufacturing plants. The Moto- 
Meter Co. has had large contracts 
from the Chrysler interests. 

There are 1,100 workers on the 
Auto-Lite payroll at present and 
the Moto-Meter plant has been 
employing about 500. It is ex- 
pected that additional employ- 
ment will be provided as a result 
of the merger within a short time. 

Originally, the Moto-Meter Co. 
had its headquarters in Long 
Island, N. Y., with a branch in 
Toledo. Three years ago the gen- 
eral. headquarters were stablished 
here. There is a plant of the com- 
pany in Lacrosse, Wis. 

Make Starters 

The Auto-Lite Co. manufactures 
starters, ignition and lighting sys- 
tems. Devices for measuring and 
controlling temperature of auto- 
mobile, airplane and other motors 
are manufactured by the Moto- 
Meter Co., as well as other acces- 
sories. It has subsidiaries at Ni- 
agara Falls, N. Y.; Indianapolis, 
Oklahoma City, Oakland, Cal.; 
Detroit, Port Huron, Mich.; 
Cleveland, Columbus, Fostoria, 
Ohio, and Toronto and Sarnia, 
Ont. 

The merger, which has been ap- 
proved by the directors of the 
Auto-Lite Co., probably will be 
submitted to stockholders for ap- 
proval sometime in February. To 
provide for the merger, the Auto- 
Lite Co. will issue 300,000 shares 
additional. Including the new 
issue, the company will have 1,- 
200,000 shares of common stock. 
The Moto-Meter Co. has about 
750,000 shares of common. 

Upon his return here from New 
York, Mr. Miniger issued the fol- 
lowing statement: “Our respect- 
ive directors have approved the 
merger. The reason is that it will 
permit Auto-Lite to expand into 
new fields which will enable us to 
utilize the enlarged plant capacity 
which we provided at Auto-Lite 
some four years ago. We feel it 
will be a good deal for both com- 
panies.” 

Mr. Miniger said he had heard 
nothing of rumors that negotia- 
tions are under way looking 
toward the merger of Auto-Lite 
with the City Auto Stamping Co. 
and the Logan Gear Co., both 
Toledo concerns. 

Present at the meeting in New 
York were Mr. Miniger, Dan 
Kelly, executive vice-president; A. 
E. Buchenberg, vice - president; 
Frank H. Landwehr, secretary; 
Percy Johnson, president of the 
Chemical Bank & Trust Co. of 
New York and director of the 
Auto-Lite, and Jansen Noyes of 
the Hemphell, Noyes Co. of New 
York.
